REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to show or suggest a casing having a skirt flange, wherein an air outlet 
including a closure member is formed in the skirt flange and in fluid communication with 
the inflatable article. The closest prior art, Chung 760 and Walker '628, disclose 
various inflatable articles including an inflation seat assembly including a casing with a 
skirt flange; however, there is no suggestion of the skirt flange comprising an air outlet 
formed therein.
